If you plan to have your present 
equipment last another year, here are 
a few' helpful hints on preparing your 
skis for better skiing on the trails: 

First of all, check all the steel edges 
on bottom of skis to be sure they arc 
properly secured and replace any 
section that is cracked or broken. 
Next remove, as much as possible, all 
old wax and base with fine sandpaper 
and wipe bottom of ski clean. Apply, 
as evenly as possible, a coat of base 
lacquer of your choice and allow it to 
to dry thoroughly. With some steel 
wool smooth the lacquer. Repeat 
this process three or four limes and 
you will have a good base which will 
last a good part of the skiing season, 
depending upon the use you give your 
skis and the skiing conditions. 

Note the condition of the harness 
of your skis, check for proper fitting 
of your ski boots in the harness before 
you get on the road to the ski areas. 

Now that your equipment is all 
tip top, and you are waiting to ski the 
trails, some good advice would be to 
get your body, especially your legs, 
in good physical condition and re¬ 
member for better skiing always be 
relaxed. For skiing courtesy, always 
fill in your “sitzmarks”.
